The  words  of  "Hark  the  Sound"  UNC-Chapel  Hills  alma  mater,  were  written  in  1897  by  William  Starr  Myers, 
a  graduating  senior.  The  Glee  Club  director  asked  Myers  to  put  words  to  the  tune  "Amici,"  and  the  song  was 
first  performed  on  June  2, 1897,  as  part  of  the  Glee  Club's  Commencement  performance  in  Gerrard  Hall. 

Soon  the  song  was  almost  forgotten.  When  a  University  quartet  tried  a  few  years  later  to  remember  the 
words,  they  could  recollect  only  the  first  verse  and  the  chorus  of  Myers'  original  version.  Two  members  of  the 
quartet,  Charles  S.  Mangum  and  Charles  T.  Woollen,  added  two  verses  to  the  one  they  remembered.  Mangum 
later  became  a  professor  in  the  School  of  Medicine,  and  Woollen  worked  as  the  University's  business  manager 
and  comptroller.

Under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  James  Moeser,  its  ninth 
chancellor,  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Chapel  Hill  embraces  an  ambitious  vision  for  the 
future  —  to  be  America's  leading  public  university. 

Moeser  has  championed  a  nationally  recognized 
commitment  to  improving  the  University's  acces- 
sibility to  deserving  low-income  students.  He  leads 
an  effort  to  strengthen  the  University's  service  to 
North  Carolina's  people  and  communities.  He  has 
overseen  an  unprecedented  physical  transformation 
of  the  main  campus,  the  most  successful  private 
fund-raising  campaign  in  University  history,  growth 
in  faculty  research,  development  of  an  academic 
plan  and  significant  enhancements  to  undergradu- 
ate education. 

Moeser 's  bold  leadership  resulted  in  the 
University's  launch  of  the  Carolina  Covenant,  a 
groundbreaking  initiative  to  make  a  unc  educa- 
tion possible  debt-free  for  low-income  students. 
When  announced  in  2003,  the  Carolina  Covenant 
was  a  first  for  a  major  U.S.  public  university.  Other 
campuses  including  Harvard,  Stanford,  Virginia, 
Maryland,  Michigan  and  the  State  of  Wisconsin 
later  created  similar  programs.  Carolina  has  since 
expanded  eligibility  criteria  and  added  a  mentorship 
program  with  faculty  volunteers. 

The  University's  ties  to  North  Carolina  are  so 
important  that  Moeser  began  an  effort  in  2004 
to  strengthen  connections  between  Carolina  and 
the  state.  Through  his  "Carolina  Connects"  initia- 
tive, Moeser  seeks  to  highlight  and  enhance  how 


the  University  serves  North  Carolina's  people  and 
communities.  A  report  finalized  in  fall  2006  by  a 
Chancellor's  Task  Force  on  Engagement  with  North 
Carolina  details  how  the  University  can  further  en- 
hance its  engagement  in  education  (especially  K-12), 
health  and  economic  development. 

Moeser  was  unanimously  elected  chancellor  in 
2000  by  the  unc  Board  of  Governors  and  arrived 
after  four  years  as  chancellor  of  the  University  of 
Nebraska  at  Lincoln,  where  he  was  credited  with 
strengthening  academics  and  fund  raising. 

A  concert  organist,  Moeser  began  his  career 
in  1966  at  the  University  of  Kansas  as  assistant 
professor  and  chairman  of  the  organ  department. 
He  became  dean  of  the  School  of  Fine  Arts  in  1975 
and  later  was  named  Althaus  Distinguished  Profes- 
sor of  Organ.  In  1986  he  joined  The  Pennsylvania 
State  University  as  dean  of  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Architecture  and  executive  director  of  University

Arts  Services.  Six  years  later  Moeser  became  vice 
president  for  academic  affairs  and  provost  of  the 
University  of  South  Carolina,  a  post  he  held  until 
becoming  Nebraska's  chancellor  in  1996. 

Moeser  often  speaks  at  national  education 
meetings  about  topics  including  accessibility  and 
academic  freedom.  The  Federal  Bureau  of  Investi- 
gation appointed  Moeser  to  the  National  Security 
Higher  Education  Advisory  Board  in  2005.  He  serves 
on  the  College  Boards  National  Commission  on 
Writing  and  two  Association  of  American  Univer- 
sity committees  studying  the  cost  of  research  and 
internationalization.  The  NCAA  selected  him  for  its 
Presidential  Task  Force  on  the  Future  of  Division  I 
Intercollegiate  Athletics  and  its  fiscal  responsibility 
subcommittee.  He  is  part  of  the  ceo  Group  of  Six,  a 
group  of  presidents  and  chancellors  from  the  major 
athletic  conferences. 

He  is  a  past  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  National  Association  of  State  Universities  and 
Land  Grant  Colleges  and  chaired  its 


technology-transfer  commission.  He  served  on  the 
Kellogg  Commission  on  the  Future  of  State  and 
Land-Grant  Universities. 

A  native  of  Colorado  City,  Texas,  Moeser 
holds  two  degrees  from  the  University  of  Texas  at 
Austin:  a  bachelor  of  music  with  honors  in  1961 
and  a  master  of  music  in  musicology  in  1964.  The 
Graduate  School  at  Texas  honored  him  with  its  2001 
Outstanding  Alumnus  Award.  He  studied  in  Berlin 
and  Paris  on  a  Fulbright  Scholarship  and  earned  a 
doctorate  from  the  University  of  Michigan  in  1967. 

Moeser  is  married  to  Dr.  Susan  Dickerson 
Moeser,  a  fellow  concert  organist  and  music  lecturer 
and  University  organist  at  Carolina.  His  children 
are  a  son,  Chris,  an  attorney  in  Phoenix,  Ariz., 
and  a  daughter,  Carter,  a  physical  therapist  in 
Tacoma,  Wash. 
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COMMENCEMENT  SPEAKER 
Holden  Thorp 


Dr.  Holden  Thorp  is  Kenan  Professor  of  Chemistry 
and  chair  of  the  Department  of  Chemistry  in  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  UNC-Chapel  Hill.  He 
was  the  director  of  unc's  Morehead  Planetarium 
and  Science  Center  from  2001  to  2005  and  is 
faculty  director  of  fund  raising  for  the  Carolina 
Physical  Science  Complex,  a  $205  million  facility 
that  is  the  largest  construction  project  in  the 
University's  history. 

As  director  of  the  Morehead  Center,  Thorp  ex- 
panded the  original  emphasis  of  the  planetarium  to 
encompass  science  education  in  new  areas.  He  also 
established  momentum  for  the  Morehead  Center's 
first  major  renovation  since  its  construction  in  1947. 

Thorp,  a  Fayetteville  native,  has  won  more  than 
a  dozen  teaching-  and  research-related  honors:  the 
Tanner  Award  for  Excellence  in  Undergraduate 
Teaching,  the  Philip  and  Ruth  Hettleman  Prize  for 
Artistic  and  Scholarly  Achievement,  the  David  and 
Lucile  Packard  Fellowship  in  Science  and  Engineer- 
ing, the  Alfred  P.  Sloan  Fellowship,  and  the  Camille 
Dreyfus  Teacher-Scholar  Award. 

In  2002  he  was  named  an  honorary  member  of 
the  Order  of  the  Golden  Fleece,  the  campus's  oldest 
honorary  society,  and  the  UNC  General  Alumni  As- 
sociation Distinguished  Young  Alumnus. 


Thorp  holds  eighteen  U.S.  patents  and  has  pub- 
lished more  than  130  academic  papers. 

Thorp  has  been  on  several  university  commit- 
tees, boards,  or  task  forces  over  the  course  of  the  last 
decade.  He  is  on  the  Morehead  Scholarship  central 
selection  committee,  the  Chancellor's  Advisory 
Committee,  and  the  Faculty  Working  Group  for 
the  Performing  Arts.  He  also  is  leading  an  effort  to 
create  a  minor  in  scientific  entrepreneurship  as  part 
of  the  Carolina  Entrepreneurial  Initiative,  a  campus- 
wide  effort  designed  to  help  Carolina's  students,  fac- 
ulty, and  staff  learn  to  create  successful  new  ventures 
of  all  kinds. 

Thorp  attended  UNC-Chapel  Hill  and  received 
his  bachelor  of  science  degree  in  chemistry,  with 
highest  honors,  in  1986.  He  went  on  to  receive  his 
doctorate  from  the  California  Institute  of  Technol- 
ogy in  1989.  He  came  to  Carolina  in  1993  as  assistant 
professor  of  chemistry.

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NOTES    ON    ACADEMIC  DRESS 


The  following  information,  condensed  from  An 
Academic  Costume  Code  and  Ceremony  Guide  and 
published  by  the  American  Council  on  Education, 
may  be  helpful  in  identifying  academic  attire  worn 
during  today's  ceremony. 

The  history  of  academic  dress  dates  back  to  the 
European  Middle  Ages  when  scholars  at  the  oldest 
universities  were  clerics.  Capes  with  hoods  and 
warm  caps  were  needed  in  cold,  drafty  buildings. 
The  desire  for  a  uniform  appearance  ("well  born, 
well  turned-out,  and  somewhat  learned,"  read  one 
medieval  formula)  and  for  marks  to  distinguish 
bachelor's,  master's,  and  doctoral  degree  candidates 
led  to  the  development  of  today's  academic  costume. 

In  1895  representatives  from  American  colleges 
and  universities  met  at  Columbia  University  and 
fashioned  a  standard  code  of  academic  dress  for  this 
country.  The  code,  modified  in  1959,  is  still  in  force. 
The  costumes,  colors,  trimmings,  and  patterns  you 
see  are  traditional,  and  refer  to  the  specific  degree 
and  field  of  study. 

The  bachelor's  gown,  designed  to  be  worn  closed, 
has  pointed  sleeves.  The  master's  gown,  which  may 
be  worn  open  or  closed,  has  an  oblong  sleeve,  open 
at  the  wrist,  that  hangs  nearly  to  the  ground;  the 
back  part  of  its  oblong  shape  is  square  cut  and  the 
arc  in  the  front  is  cut  away.  The  doctor's  gown  may 
be  worn  open  or  closed,  and  has  bell-shaped  sleeves. 

Bachelors'  and  masters'  gowns  are  untrimmed. 
Doctors'  gowns  are  usually  faced  with  black  velvet, 
with  three  bars  across  the  sleeves,  although  the 
color  of  the  velvet  may  vary  according  to  the  field 
of  study.  Some  doctoral  candidates  may  wear  a 
unique  Carolina  blue  gown  that  features  dark  blue 
facings  and  crossbars  outlined  in  white  piping  and 
bearing  the  University's  shield  supported  by  torches 
of  learning.  Hoods,  which  differ  in  length  for  the 
three  degrees,  are  lined  with  official  colors  of  the 
university  or  college  that  conferred  the  degree,  usu- 
ally with  one  color  forming  a  chevron  pattern  over 
the  other.  Some  colors  you  will  see  on  faculty  and 


administrators'  robes  are:  the  crimson  of  Harvard, 
the  maroon  of  Chicago,  the  light  blue  and  white  of 
North  Carolina,  the  orange  and  black  of  Princeton, 
and  the  dark  blue  of  Yale. 

Hoods  also  are  edged  and  bound  with  velvet  in 
the  color  appropriate  to  the  field  of  study.  You  will 
see  many  hoods  in  our  procession  edged  with  dark 
blue,  for  doctor  of  philosophy  (Ph.D.).  The  colors 
in  the  hoods  and  gowns  of  faculty  represent  the  fol- 
lowing fields  in  which  degrees  were  taken: 

APRICOT:  Nursing 

brown:  Fine  Arts 

citron:  Social  Work 

crimson:  Journalism 

dark  blue:  Philosophy 

golden  yellow:  Science 

green:  Medicine 

lemon  yellow:  Library  Science 

light  blue:  Education 

lilac:  Dentistry 

olive  green:  Pharmacy 

ORANGE:  Engineering
